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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERYVA- 
TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF SEPTEMBER 1904. 


Tnoven the monsoon current in September, judging from the steepness of the gradient, 
maintained more than its average strength for a large part of the month, the rainfall was 
deficient in all divisions of the province and was practically determined by two cyclonic 
storms which occurred in the earlier wart of the month, and by a persistent though allow 
depression which lay over the eastern portion of the province from the 18th to the 26th. 


The first of these storms gave fairly general rain, while the second being generated 
further to the south and centre of the bay determined rain more exclusively to the western 
divisions of the province. The rainfall caused by ‘the depression during the latter part of the 
month was confined almost entirely to Bengal proper. At the beginning of the month 
pressure was in defect over the province and in slight excess over the bay; but although 
the gradient was therefore steep, the distribution was such that the isobars ran from west 
to east, giving rise to westerly winds and fine weather. The first indioations of the formation 
of a small cyclonic storm were shewn on, the 3rd, when northerly winds set in on the 
Bengal coast. Pressure began to fall at the head of the bay and a definite cyclonic 
circulation was shown on the 5th. The storm developed slowly during this and the 
succeeding day, finally crossing the coast on the morning of the 7th. It was accom- 
panied from its first inception by moderate rainfall, the ares. of precipitation marching with 
the storm from east to west. ‘Ihe deficiency of pressure im the centre of the storm area 
was a local one, the formation of the depression having been accompanied, as is frequently 
the case, by a rise of pressure to the west and north of the storm area, Thus the defect in 
pressure which was shewn over the provinee at the beginning of the month was converted b 
the same agencies which brought about the depression itself into excess, and on the 7t 
pressure was above the normal, except in the south-western divisions adjoining the actual area 


_ of low pressure. 


The cyclonic storm had no sooner crossed the coast than symptoms of a fresh distur 
appeared in the north of the bay. This new depression me ho first definitely aie 
the morning of the 9th formed considerably more to the south than its predecessor. It 
developed slowly during the next few days and finally crossed the coast near Gopalpur on the 
morning of the 12th. During its development and subsequent passage inland, rain was 
almost completely diverted from the eastern parts of the province, but was general though 
moderate in Orissa, Ohota Nagpur and South Bihar. 7 


On the first appearance of this ———— a slight fall of pressure took place over the 
province, but this wasespeedily succeeded by a rise, which as the storm slowly moved 
westward extended from north to south, so that on the 13th pressure was in considerable 
excess over the whole province. 


Temperature which on the lst was fairly normal and which had risen steadily duriag.the 
yrst three days of the month was equally with the other meteorological elements affected by 
“we progress of these disturbances. A fall of temperature following the general track of the 

at depression set in about the 4th, and on the 6th mean temperature was below normal over 

the whole of Bengal. ‘The subsequent rise which commenced on the 7th in the eastern 

_ districts followed the same line of advance, and on the 10th temperature was sgain above the 
normal over the whole area, ‘Ihe second cyclonic storm only affected the temperature appre- 
ciably in Bihar, Chota Nagpur and Orissa, and in these latter divisions temperature fell below 
the normal on the 12th, but with these exceptions it continued high and was in excess on 
the 13th, the day on which the cyclonic storm passed beyond the limits off the reporting 


area, 


On the same day a marked dimunition had shown itself in the strength of the monsoon 
current, and an area of uniform pressure had established itself by the 14th over the northern 
half of the bay. Corresponding meteorological changes took place in the provinoe and 4 
period of fine weather now set in and lasted till the 18th. Pressure continued above normal 
during the whole of this period, which was likewise characterised by high temperatures and 
an almost complete absence of rainfall. 


On the 18th a depression which apparently came from Burma, where the weather had 
been more or less disturbed for some days, first appeared over Eastern Bengal, and though 
it shifted slightly from day to day maintained its general position unchanged for some seven 
or eight days, ‘During this period it shewed no tendency to develop, there being uo fall of 
pressure at the centre relatively to the surrounding areas, although the monsoon ourrent to 
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the south strengthened. Tho depression, however, affected 
the, woathor in Lower Bengal considerably ani gave rise to moderate ruinfall during the 
period in question. With the first appearance of the depression a general fail in pressure 
comment and continued till the 2lst, the pressure on that date being in large defect 
t out the province, especially in Kast Bengal. An equally brisk sioslows , and on 
the 20th pressure was again everywhere in moderate to considerable excess. Under the 
influence of this rise, which had taken place over the whole area, the depression finally dis- 
appeared, and on the 26th both the bay and the provinco were under the domination of 
uniform and very high pressure. 


Though temperature began slowly to feel the influence of the disturbed weather during 
this period, it rarely fell below the average in any part of the province, remaining generally 
with small and irregular fluctuations in the neighbourhood of the normal. 


in the moantime considerably st 


During the last days of the month the monsoon shewed unmistakeable signs of 
yetreating down tho bay, and though pressure fluctuated considerably, it remained high and 
was in moderate excess on the 31st. Fine weather prevailed with high temperature, and there 
was practically no rainfall in any part of Bengal. @n the last day of the month weather was 
very settled over the province with every appearance of an early establishment of cold- 
weather conditions. 


Summary of pressure.—As will be seen, pressure was below normal for the first five 
or six days of the month and remained with one brief intermission high till the 19th, 
notwithstanding the two storms which, as they did not cross Bengal proper, did not’ affeot the 
ressure in thé province mse: ‘The fall which set in on the 19th brought about a very 

ge deficiency of pressure over the whole province, and the rise which commenced on the 
22nd did not re-establish high pressure over the whole area till the 25th. From this date 
to the end of the month pressure remained above the normal. On the whole therofore 
e was high during the greater part of the month, and the mean is above the normal 
except in the extreme north-east and south-east. 


Summary of elgg a which at the beginning of the month was high 
fell below normal for a few days under the influence of the first storm, but speedily 
recovered. ‘Che second storm practically affected the temperature in the western divisions 
only, and with the exception of the few occasions when comparatively low temperatures 
were recorded in different parts of Bengal during the period of the later depression, tempera- 
ture remained normal for the rost of the month. 


Temperature was consequently in excess over the whole province except parts of Orissa 
and Ohota Nagpur. The excess was, however, much more marked ia day than in night 
temperatures, the excess in the latter being confined to Central Bengal. 


Summary of rainfall—Rainfall was deficient in all the divisions of the province, the 
percentage defect being greatest in Bihar, where it amounts to over 60 per eont. As Orissa 
lay more or less in the track of both the cyclonic’ storms of the month, the deficiency in the 
division was the least, being about 14 per cent.

The Report of the Board of Revenue on Wards’ and Attached Estates in tae Lower Provinces 
for the year 1903-04. 

The Report was submitted punctually. 

2. Number of estates under management.—The Court of Wards had under its 
management 154 estates with a total current demand of Rs, 82,14,583, as against 
139 estates with a totel current demand of Rs, 96,27,610 in the year 1902-03. 
The deerease in the demand is mainly due to the fact that many of the estates 
which were taken in charge during the year under review are small properties ; 
whereas several large estates, including the Burdwan Raj estate and that of 
Babu Gopal Lal Seal, were released in the previous year. 

3. Payment of revenue and cesses due to Government, and of rent and cesses due 
to superior landlords. —The total payments on account of revenue and cesses due 
to Government represented 95°2 per cent. of the aggregate demand, while the 
corresponding figure for the year 1902-03 was 99° cent, The falling off 
in the percentage is chiefly due to the fact that several new estates, the previous 
management of which had not been satisfactory, haye only lately been taken 
meee the control of the Court, Fora similar reason, there has been a con- 

decline in the payment of rent and cesses due to superior landlords, 
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the percentage on the total amount due being only 65°8, as against 79 in the 
year 1902-03. 

4. Collection of rents and cesses,—The total collections of rent and cesses 
due to estates under management represented 101*2 per cent. on the current 
demand, as against 104°6 per cent. in the previous year. The falling off 
occurred chiefly in the Presidency and Orissa Divisions, where several new 
estates came under the charge of the Conrt and the collections suffered 
owing to the fact that the papers received from the proprietors were inaccurate 
and incomplete. 

5. Salances.—The total uncollected balance due to estates under manage- 
ment, though less by Rs. 11,47,867 than that remaining at the close of the 

revious year, amounted to Rs, 52,04,066, or 66°3 per cent. of the current 
Soosand ot the estates. 

6. Debts.— Although the payments (Rs. 40,354,560) made during the year 
in liquidation of debts exceeded those made in the previous year by 
Rs, 24,59,688, the balance at the close of the year amounted to Rs. 1,68,24,599, 
as against Rs. 1,08,35,961 at the close of the previous year. The increase in 
the balance is attributable to the heavy liabilities of some of the estates lately 
taken undér management. ‘ 

7. Cost :f management and expenditure on improvements.—The cost of 
management, which had increased in the year 1902-03 by a little over 2 
per cent. upon the current demand, showed a further slight increase of °1 
. percent, On the other hand, there bas been a very satisfactory reduction of 
charges in connection with the management of the Hatwa Raj estate, viz, :— 
from 16-4 to 11°2 per cent. 

The total expenditure on works of improvement and schools and dispen- 
saries amounted to Rs, 3,30,060, the percentage on the current demand (about 
4 per cent.) being about the same as in the year 190203, The question of 
establishing demonstration farms in selected districts, to be maintained from 
the funds of estates owned by Government and managed by the Court of 
Wards, is under the consideration of the Board. 

8. Tours of Managers.—Several Munagers of estates failed to spend the 
prescribed number of days (20) on tour, and the explanations are not in all 
cases satisfactory ‘This is a matter to which the Lieutenant-Governor attaches 
much importance, and His Honour trusts that the Report for the year 1904-05 
will show an improvement in this respect. 

9. Education of wards.—The report furnishes ample evidence that the 
education of the wards received due attention in the case of all estates 
administered under Act IX (B.C.) of 1879, As regards the children of 
proprietors of estates takev over under the Chota Nagpur Encumbered Estates 
Act, matters appear to be. less satisfactory. The Deputy Commissioner of 
Hazaribagh writes :— 


“No education worth the name is given to the children of the encumbered proprietors 
Their education is left to their natural guardians, who, themselves having little or no taste for 
education,,set very little value on the proper education of their boys. ft is highly desirable 
that powers should be given to the authorities under the Eneumbered Bstates Act to give 
compulsory education to the heirs of the encumbered proprictors, sinoe without education 
they may be no improvement upon their fathers, and may be too apt, like their prede- 
cessors, to mismanage their estates as soon as released to them.” 


These remarks seem to the Lieutenant-Governor to deserve attention, and 
His Honour requests that the Board will be good enough to report whether 
they consider that an amendment of the Act referred to is desirable. 

10. ‘Lhe thanks of the Lieutenant-Governor are due to the Board for the 
care and efficiency with which they administered the estates under their charge 
during the year. The good services of the officers commended ‘by them will 
be recorded in the Appointment Department of this Government.

The receipts show a large and satisfactory increase of Rs. 49,222, and 
this is mainly due to the levy of “river dues.” In consequence of the 
financial embarrassments of the Port Trust, and with a view to increase 
the revenue of the Port Trust it was decided that a toll should be levied on all 

ods landed from and shipped into vessels under the name of a River due. 
The Act was accordingly amended, and on the 20th July 1903 the due was 
levied at the rate of 2 annas per ton. ‘The total amount realised from this 
due has been Rs. 29,600. Of the remaining items of revenue, port dues and 
moorjng fees have contributed an increuse of Rs. 11,608 and Rs. 5,580, 
respectively, owing toa number of vessels of larger tonnage having entered 
the port. This is a satisfactory feature of the revenue returns; and the 
Lieutenant-Governor hopes that a period of prosperity has set in for the port. 
2. The expenditure of the year shows a reduction of Rs. 16,027, due 
, mainly to the transfer of the working of the new iron jetty to the Assam-Bengal 
Railway. Under repairs there was a reduction of Rs. 8,654, as it was decided 
not to undertake any repairs to the steam tug Gekko. 

3. A total of 856 vessels entered the port against 383 during the previous 
year, or a reduction of 27; but the aggregate tonnage of these vessels increased 
from 241,367 tons to 283,959 tons. Ofthis total 20 vessels, aggregating 44,452 
tons, entered from foreign ports; and 336 vessels, witha tonnage of 239,507 tons, 
from Home ports. The latter shows a decrease of 36, but the tonnage advanced 
by 21,985 torts; and this is attributed by the Commissioners to fewer native 
craft being employed in the jute trade with Narayangunge, and to steamers of 
larger tonnage being eupleye in the coasting trade. . 

4, The principal articles of export are grain, jute and tea; and of import, 
mineral oil and salt, ‘he export trade of the year shows an increase of 66 
in! cent, on the staples above mentioned. Of the imports there was a slight 
alling off in the salt trade, but the imports of mineral oil increased by nearl 
140 cent. The decrease in salt was, however, not real, as a vessel wit 
2,900 tons of salt arrived on the last day of the year and theso figures have not 
been included in the current year’s returns. 

5. .The appliances*of the port and the light-houses have been kept in good 

order throughout the year. The’ steam-tug Gekko was utilised for towing 

_ one vessel only during the year; she was, however, usefully employed on other 

_ port duties, such as buoy mooring work, carrying stores for, and inspection of, 
Uy " " * f 
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6. Un tne 15th February last Chittagong was visited by His Exeolleney ' 
the Viceroy, and in his reply to the ess of welcome presented to him, 
Excellency promised the port tae following measures of assistance :— 


(1) To write off the outstanding balance of Rs. 87,282 of the loan of 
« two lakhs of rupees taken by the Commissioners for the purchase 
of the steam-tug Gekko. ‘ 
~ (2) To make an Imperial grant to defray the cost (a) of providing a 
dredger capable of clearing the bars of the river so as to facili- 
tate the passage of larger vessels, and (6) of revetting the river 
banks to such extent as may be necessary. 5 
(3) To advance funds through the provincial loan account for the 
provision of jetties, warehouses and other works required for the 
service of the trade of the port. 


7. The first promise has been redeemed by the balance of the loan being 
written off, and the Commissioners have now no liability to meet on account 
of interest charges. The annual ‘charge has been Ks. 16,295 and this sum is . 
now availuble for expenditure on the port. The Lieutenant-Governor has no 
doubt that this will be usefully spent on objects that will benefit trade. 

8. In regard to the second and third promises, the Commissioners having 
no staff, Government at the end of the year appointed Mr. J. R. Beli, 
a retired officer of the Public Works Departinent, to make an examination 
of the port and prepare a report on the works necessary. This report is now 
under the consideration of Dupettinents 

9. The Pilo Fund showed a revenue of Rs. 19,205, while the expendi- 
ture amounted to Ks. 12,765. In all 102 vessels were piloted in, and 10% 
vessels out: there were no accidents. 3

It will be observed from paragraphs 23, 114, and 11d that the general 
principles laid down by Government regulating the number and sites of shops 
are borne in mind by the Commissioner of Excise, and the Board have no reason 
for supposing that the number of licenses issued is unduly added to, Never- 
theless, the Board do not view the increase in the number of licenses with 
favour, and will see whether the requirements of new localities cannot be met 
by a redistribution of existing shops and the transfer of unimportant shops to 
other sites. With reference to the issue of licenses for op jl shops at fairs, 
etc. (paragraph 117), Government have recently approved of proposals submitted 
by the Board calculated to prevent abuse in this respect (vide Government 
order No. 40558.R., dated the 11th August 1904).

9. Paragraph 96 of the Report.—Tho Board await the further explanation 
called for by the Excise Commissioner regarding the increase in the consump- 
tion of opium in Puri. Reference has already been made to the peculiar cir- 
camstances of the Chittagong district. The previously existing restriction 
upon the issue of opium to retail shops has been reintroduced (paragraph 700) 
and the treasury price of opium has been enhanced by one rupee per seer 
(paragraph 99). ‘The effect of these changes is still being watched. 

‘10. "a thr 98 of the Report—The Board do not agree with the view 
. expressed by the Collector of Burdwan (Mr. O’Brien) that the imposition of 

tne revised limit of possession of opium has favoured the growth of the 
practice of opium smoking. 

11. Paragraph 106 of the Report.—The Board view with satisfaction the 
vigorous measures taken for the repression of the cocaine habit, but the 
matter is one which calls for unabated vi ce. 

12, gin ie 109 of the Report.—The large increase in the number of 
prosecutions in Sonthal Parganas for the offence of illicit distillation is 
somewhat at variance with the anticipation expressed by the Board in reviewing 
the results of the previous year, to the effect that the cheapening of licit 
liquor was acting as a suc 1 check upon malpractices, but it is observed 
that the more numerous tonvictions were largely the result of more energetic 
measures against the Paharias, and that the consumption of distillery liquor 
increased slightly. The Board would only repeat the admonition which they 
have before given to the local officers that repressive measures should be 
carried out with discretion, and.not with an excess of zeal. The 
of the village headmen, if secured, will be the surest and least 
means of prevention. 

The Board trust that it is the case, as the figures purport to show, that the 
measures for the check of illicit distillation in thana Raina of the Burdwan 
district are at length proving successful, The decrease of convictions on the 
same accvunt in Midnapore is not altogether satisfactory, viewed in con- 
junction with the falling off in the consumption of distillery liquor in the same 
district (paragraph 28), though other explanations are offered of both phenomena. 

In the district of Chittagong special measures for the check of opium 
smuggling to Burma have been taken, though it is perhaps ag yet too ear y to 
claim them to have been largely successful. 

13. Paragraph 122 of the a Badshah has devoted considerable 
attention to the improvement of the quality of the liquor sold, though there 
is still much room for improvement. The whole subject is under separate 
discussion. 

14, Paragraph 134 of the Report.—The attention of the District Officers 
of Howrah, Saran, and Cuttack will be drawn to the omissions noticed in the 
matter of the inspection of the Excise branches of their offices. 

15. The results of the year’s administration may be thus summed 
up: the total receipts amounted to 163 lakhs, (an increase of five lakhs 
over the receipts of the year before), of which over 138 lakhs, or nearly 
55 per cent. were contributed by the three principal sources of revenue, viz, 
(1) country spirit, (2) ganja, and (3) opium. In this connection the following 
comparative figures will be of interest :— 
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increase, but the incidence per license has also largely risen, showing that the 
growth of revenue was mainly due to enhanced taxation. The consumption 
of distillery liquor exhibited an increase with a slight falling off in the incidence 
of taxation, and efforts will be directed towards raising the license fees, so as 
to increase the cost of liquor. It will be observed that drinking is indulged 
in chiefly in Bihar and Chota Nagpur, and also in Calcutta and its immediate 
neighbourhood, where there is a large admixture of Biharis and upcountry men, 
and it was in these areas that the bulk of the increase in consumption took 
place, due in Calcutta to the growth of the mill population, in Chota Nagpur 
to the extension of the collieries, and in Bihar to the ‘prevalence of plague 
against which country spirit is popularly regarded as a prophylactic, Among the 
other satisfactory features may be mentioned the determined crusade carried 
on against the spread of the pernicious cocaine habit, and the measures taken 
to improve the quality of distillery liquor. 

16. Mr. Badshah was ceactinalty in charge of the Excise Department 
throughout the year, and the thanks of the Board are due to him for the 
ability and energy which he has devoted to his duties. In all the details of 
administration, and in the disposal of business particularly, bis efforts have 
effected a marked improvement.

populated tracts in Bankura and Midnapore, in the

The increaso was most marked in 
alcutta, where the consumption rose from 2,46,272 to 2,57,635 gullons L.-P., 
or by 11,863 gallons L.-P. The whole of this increase took place in the latter 
end of the year. A portion of the increase was due to the advance supplies 
taken by the retail vendors in the latter part of March, os the Superintendent’s 
office remained closed during the first four days of April 1904 on account of the 
Easter holidays. As for the rest of the incrgase, the Superintendent of Excise 
Revenue, Calcutta, has not yet been able to come to any definite conclusion, 
n my judgment it was due to some extent to the prosperous condition of the 
ople. The inerease was also large in Patna (7,644 gallons L.-P.), Monghyr 
5,440 gallons L,-P.), Gaya (4,811 gallons L.-P.), Saran (3,084 gallons L.-P.), 
and was due to the celebration of a large number of marriages and a poor 
outturn of dari.

Reduced to their chur equivalent, the figures showing the issues of ganja for the 
three years are res wey 8,914 maunds, 4,119 maunds, and 3,926 maunds. , 
Four thousand nine hundred and fifty-four gross maunds (taking all the varieties 
together) were consumed in Bengal as against 4,843 maunds, while 541 maunds 
were exported duty-paid as against 536 maunds in the previous year, showing an 
increase of 111 and 5 maunds in the former and the latter respectively. There 
was thus an increase of 116 maunds of ganja in the total duty-paid issues, while 
the total amount of the duty levied shows a comparatively small increase of 
Rs. 11,647 only. This is due to a larger issue of flat ganja, large twigs, which 
contains most inert matter and the duty on which is the lowest. The chur 
equivalent of the ganja consumed in Bengal in the yee was 3,494 maunds, 
against 3,658 maunds in the previous year. There was thus a decline in consump- 
tion, and this was in the main due to a short crop of the previous season, There 
was, however, an increase in the amount realized from duty owing to the 
enhancement of the rate on chur with-effect from Ist January 1904. 

72. The total receipts amounted to Rs. 33,31,722 as against 
Rs, 32,62,120 in the year 1902-1903, the net increase 
being Rs. 69,602.

was brought under control. The decrease in Calcutta is attributed im part 
to the smuggling of opium from the producing districts, and may also be due 
to some extent to the spread of the cocaine habit. The consumption of 
opium in Cuttack during the year 1902-1903 was abnormal in consequence of 
unhealthy competition between the old and the new vendors and the reduction 
of prices. The decrease in Patna was due to the high retail prices charged 
by the vendors, most of the shops haying been settled with two men. In 
Balasore there was an increase of 11 maunds 14 seers and it was due to better 
crops and competition among the retail vendors, A portion of the increase was 
alxo due to the advance supplies taken by the vendors in the latter part of 
March, as the Collector’s office remained closed during the first four days 
of April 1904 on account of the Easter holidays. The increase of 9 maunds 
in Puri is attributed to the fact that opium was more largely used on 
account of malarious fever. This explanation seems hardly admissible in view 
of such a large increase, and further enquiries are being made. Of the 47 
districts, there was an increase of 51 maunds 17 seers 10 chitaks in 26 
districts and a decrease of 144 maunds 23 seers 8'chitaks in the remaining 
21 districts. As a result of the decreased consumption, receipts from duty

measure has had a salutary effect, Petty dealers and others are now afraid to keep 
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comparatively large quantities in their possession, as they are liable to prosecu- 
tion under section 61 of the Excise Act. Dealers are Tfraid to eee their 
supplies direct from England and Germany, It is believed that the drug finds 
its way to Chandernagore and is brought back to Caleutta in small parcels. 
Some quantity is also imported from Meares and from the United Provinces. I 
have myself in communication with the authorities of these two 
Provinces: ‘The net result of the labours of the Department has been that the 
use of the drug, which @ great scientist has declared to be a scourge of humanity, 
has been brought under some control.

The accompanying statement, which shows against the name of cach 
donor of Rs. 1,000 or upwards the sum or sums contributed by him, has 
accordingly, been compiled from information furnished to Government, and 
His Honour avails himself of the opportunity of its publication to express his 
appreciation of the public spirit which the record of the year evinces, 

2. Among the donations made during the year the following deserve 
especial mention. Rai Suraj Mal Bahadur gave a donation of Rs. 30,000 for the 
construction of a Dharamsala at Gosain Bagh and also Rs. 5,000 for the erection 
of a sitnilar building at Delha, both in the district of Gaya, Babu Rajendra 
Narayan Bhanja of Kanika contributed Rs. 25,000 towards the improvement 
of the Cuttack General Hospital, and also paid Rs. 2,799 for the excavation 
of a tank at Gobindpur, in the same district. Babu Harendra Lal Rai 
made a donation of Rs, 24,000 for the construction of an Outdoor Dispensary 
in connection with the Mitford Hospital at Dacca. The late Rai Surja Narain 
Singh Bahadur gave Ks. 18,000 for the construction of a Hospital at Karan- 
garh in the Bhagalpur district. Donations amounting in the aggregate to 
Ks. 17,713 were made by the Hatwa Raj under the management of the Court 
of Wards, out of which a sum of Rs, 8,718 was spent on the construction 
of the Victoria Hospital at Hatwa, and the balance on drainage and 
embankment works elsewhere in the district of Saran and on the re-excavation 
of atank.

(5) to give advice and assistance as regards the distribution of charitable 
unds; and

(6) generally to help and give confidence to the people. 

In towns and vil in the interior either where there has been plague 
before, or where the, disease may break out for the first time, the co-operation 
of the leading inhabitants of the locality should be enlisted for the purpose of 
Carrying out similar duties as far as practicable. 

7. (III) Preliminary arrangements in anticipation of an outbreak of plaque.— 
In where plague has previously occurred certain measures should be 
adopted before another e season comes round, particularly to enable the 

est cases to be dealt with promptly and effectively. Sitesshould be selected 
and cleaned for the construction of temporary quarters for all persons evacuating 
their houses, care being taken that an adequate water-supply, available for the 

ic, exists in the immediate vicinity. A sufficient supply of materials for 
huts should be provided at the spot either by the Municipal authorities or by 
the Distriet Officer. Should their supply. be arranged for through a con- 
tractor, precautions should be taken to ensure that they will be available at _ 
immediately they are wanted, A site entirely apart from these 
er yporany settlements should be selected for a plague hospital, and a section 
of it or separate hute should be erected beforehand for the accommodation, of 
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friendless strangers*and vagrants. For disinfecting purposes, a supply of 
cowdung cukes, perchloride, of mercury and phenyle should be provided, 
Should an efficient desiccating apparatus be devised, one should be obtained 
beforehand, 

In places where plague has not appeared before, similar measures should 
be adopted immediately on the occurrerce of any cases, 

8. (LV) Measures to be adopted on the outhreak of plague.—The measures that 
it is practicable to adopt are those of disinfection, destruction of infected 
material, evacaution of dwellings, and removal to plague hospitals; and the 
Lieutenant-Governor must lay special stress upon the necessity of takin 
prompt action on the occurrence of the first cases in any locality or freg), 
quarter of atown. At the same time experience shows that sufficient early 
intimation of such cases will not be obtained if the people have any ground to 
apprehend that the measures to be adopted will be of a drastic nature and such 
as may prove distasteful to them, and any measures that may be taken arg 
liable to modification accordingly. i 

(a) Disinfe.tion.—Goverument has been forced to the opinion that chemical 
disintection by perchloride of mercury as hitherto practised has failed of 
cbmplete success, It is viewed with the utmost suspicion by the ‘people in 
nearly every locality; and as the first step towards a successful plegue policy 
lies in securing the cordial co-operation of the people, the Lieutenant-Governor 


considers it advisable to substitute where necessary, other means of disinfec. , 


tion. A simple method which has been found to commend itself to the people 
is to burn cowdung cakes, straw, or other materials for a few days on the 
floors, A desiccating apparatus, if an efficient pattern be devised, should at 
the same time be available for use where acceptable. Where materials in 
sufficient quantity are not available, they should be supplied by the munici- 
palities or by the peripatetic officers visiting outlying localities and made 
over to the people to enable them to perform the operations themselves. 
Chemical disinfection should, at the same time, be available when asked for, 
and in this vonnection the Lieutenant-Governor is advised that phenyle has 
been shown to be equally efficacious as a disinfectant as perchloride of mercury, 
and generally more acceptable. ' 
(—Besiruction of infected material.—All probably infected clothing and 
bedding should, if possible, be burnt, the people being encouraged, by the 
offer of compensation on the spot, to agree to this being promptly done. 
Other infected material should be dealt with according to circumstances, special 
precautions being taken to ensure that all infected grain is exposed to the heat 
of the sun. In touching upon this subject the Lieutenant-Governor must again 
impress upon all officers that no compulsory measures to this end should be 
adopted, as the chief desideratum in combating the disease is to secure the 


“fullest consent of the people. 


(c) Evacaution of dwellings.—After the disease has obtained epidemic pro- 
portions it is impracticable to carry out disinfection on so thorough and general 
a scale as to stay its course. When matters have reached that stage, the chie 
reliance must be 5 pra upon evacaution ; and as a corollary to this the people 
should be induced temporarily to dismantle the roofs of their dwellings so a8 ‘0 
admit light and air. At the sites selected for temporary quarters, materials for 
huts should be supplied free to those who are too poor to pay for them. 
Separate sites should be set apart for those who can afford to pay for materials. 
Persons desiring to construct temporary quarters for themselves elsewhere 
should be permitted to do so provided they are not in close proximity 
infected areas, It is desirable that all classes of the people should be left to 
build their own huts on the selected sites according’ to their own devices, 40 
every endeavour should be made to prevent the settlements having the 
appearance of a segregation camp or of cooly lines. The one point on whi i 
it will be necessary to insist is that ventilation should not be impeded an 
that sanitary conditions should be carefully observed. Sir Andrew Fraser ¥8 


_ conscious of the fact that one of the chief difficulties to be contended against 


in towns in prosecuting the policy of evacuation is the protection of property 
left in the evacuated dwellin To obviate this difficulty the Magistrate ee 
arrange for the efficient patrolling of evacuated quarters by the police and for 
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close supervision over bad characters and vigorous action against them; and 
Ward Committees “ould be encouraged to supplement f protebtiiel by 
enlisting volunteers from among the dispossessed inhabitants themselves, 
In villages no special action by the authorities in this respect is practicable or 
necessary. 

Tn order to encourage evacuation and as an example to all employers,- the 
Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to authorize District Officers to pay the whole 
or part of the cost of providing temporary quarters for Government servants 
resident in municipalities whose pay does not exceed Rs, 30 per mensem and 
who are obliged to stay at their posts. 

(4) Removal to Plague Hospitals.—This measure is one that must only be 
adopted in cases of plague occurring among vagrants and friendless strangers or 
in lodging-houses licensed under the Lodging-house Act. In the case of other 
lodging-houses, serais, hostels, etc., influence should be brought to bear upon 
the proprietors or managers to induce them to remove plague patients to the 
hospital. In no other cases should pressure be brought to bear for the removal 
_ of patients to hospitals; and ordinarily they should be treated in their own 
homes, free medical attendance and medicines being given if asked for. His 
Honour is moreover advised that, where there is sufficient space available 
there is no risk in erecting huts in the compounds of established municipal an 
local civil hospitals for the accommodation of plague patients, who would 
there receive better attention than at an isolated camp, and he desires to 
recommend this practice wherever feasible. 

As a further precaution against the spread of the disease it is strongl 
recommended that action should be taken in municipalities to disinfect all 
public conveyances suspected of having been used for the transport of plague 
patients, moderate compensation for detention being paid’ to the owner 

9. (V) The organization of charity.—Sir Andrew Fraser has in mind many 
instances of liberality among private persons called forth in consequence of 
the outbreak of plague in their neighbourhood and desires to encourage by 
every possible means this laudable practice. In order to place the funds thus 
procured upon a satisfactory footing the Ward Committees and leading men 
of each town should.be encouraged to organize local charity in aid of persons 
rendered widows and orphans by the pestilence and of destitute persons who 
require medical comforts. It will be the duty of District Officers to aid any 
such organization and so far as possible to assist in the proper disbursement 
of the tas of the charity. Similar principles should be adopted, as far as 
possible, in villages, and District Officers should use their endeavours to 
mduce the zamindars to come forward to assist patients and destitute persons 
residing within their spheres of influence. 

10, The Lieutenant-Governor has considered carefully the question of 
rendering special assistance to plague infected districts. While it is impossible 
_for Goverment to do much in the way of strengthening district staffs for the | 
purpose of combating the annual epidemic of plague, it has been found

For 
subordinate agency, though it is possible that the assistance of a few Govern- 
ment offioeia fron the Subordinate Medical Service may from time to time be 
Siven, reliance must mainly be placed upon persons with medical qualifications 
Specially recruited for the purpose. * . “onda a sa 

11, Reverting to the question of financial assistance, His Honour has 
already announced at the outset of this Resolution his intention to give such 
assistance, so far as it is available, in advance. He must at the same time 
impress upon the Chairmen and members of Municipalities and District Boards 
that the responsibility which has hitherto devolved upon them to find funds 

for plague prevention and relief is in no way lessened, The grants which he 
_™ay be able to give are in aid and not in place of local fund expenditure, and 
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withhold assistance altogether in cases where local funds are ample. 
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that may be expended from this source must be fully accounted fee § to ee 
Commissioner through the District Magistrate, and they must in no case be 
utilized for objects other than those which the Commissioner may approve. 

-On these conditions the Lieutenant-Goyernor is pleased to om @ grant 
of half a lakh of rupees, which will be distributed as follows among the three 
divisions where plague has hitherto assumed epidemic proportions :—

12. As the instructions conveyed in this Resolution supersede many of

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN EBNGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVA- 
TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF OCTOBER 1904. 


Tur weather in October was chiefly noteworthy for the early appearance of the north. 

east monsoon, and the consequent deficiency in rainfall which accompanied this early change 

_ in the meteorological conditions. Light and irregular winds, characteristic of the change of 

the season, prevailed during the first days of the month, pressure being very uniform over the 
province and the bay, 


By the 7th the north-east monsoon had fairly established itself, and light northerly, 
winds were blowing over the north ot the bay. A shallow depression formed in the south. 
west of the bay on the 8th, but probably owing to the high pressure conditions generally 

revailing during the earlier part of the month, failed to develope into a cyclonic storm, the 
Fisturbed conditions gradually passing away during the sneceeding days. Its influence was 
however, felt in the southern and eastern parts of the province, as well as in Assam, giving 
rise to light precipitation in those parts. K 

It was sneceeded, however, almost immediately by a fresh disturbance in the bay, tho 
only cyclonic storm of the month. ‘This lutter storm materially affected the meteorological 
conditions of the province, and therefore forms as important feature in the weather of 

* Bengal during October. Forming about the 12th of the month to the west of Diamond 
Island, it moved slowly across the bay towards the Coromandal const increasing in inten- 
sity as it trovelled westwards, On the morning of the 15th it was shewn as a storm of con- 
siderable severity off the Madras Coast, with its centre to the south-east of Coconada, 
Crossing the coast during the night, it subsequently described a curved path through the 
Central Provinces and North-Western Bihar, finally breaking up in the Nepal Himalayas, 
With the exception of Orissa, which had to a certain extent felt the influence of the 
retreating monsoon, and in a lesser degree of the eastern parts of Bengal, which had been 
affeoted slightly by the previous shallow depression, practically the whole rainfall of the month 
was determined by the storm under consideration, It was, however, especially to Bihar 
that it brought copious rainfall and the precipitation caused by it between tho 16th and 
the 18th was sufficient to bring the average rainfall for the month above the normal in that 
division. In Assem and the eastern portion of the province, its influence was naturally 
less marked, but commencing as it did somewhat later, continued to be felt up to the 20th. 


. Pressure, which had been generally above the normal in the first half of the month, 
fell very rapidly during the period of the storm. The recovery, however, which took place 
between jhe 18th and the 19th, was still more rapid, and on the morning of the latter date 

was again well above normal throughout the province, while the ordinary cold- 
weather distribution was again re-established. 


From this time to the end of the month weather remained fine and settled over the 
province with a high barometer and falling temperature. During the whole of this period 
northerly winds gree in the south of Bengal, but in the north and centre winds 
were irregular with a tendency to blow from the south, the central parts of the province 
forming a ridge of high pressure with a fall both to the south and the north. On the 26th, 
however, a strong north-east monsoon had established itself both over the bay and the 
province, and with the highest pressure in Assam and the north of the province, northerly 
winds prevailed steadily till the end of the month over the whole of Bengal with the exception 
of North Bihar, where they remained southerly. 


A noticeable feature of the weather during this latter period was the very low 
temperatures which prevailed, tho deficiency being especially marked in the highes! 
temperatures. These early cold-weather conditions became, however, less marked towards the 
end of the month, arise in temperature bringing the mean once more to the neighbour 
hood of the normal on the last day of the-month. 


Pressure varied but little except during the period of the storm, For practically the 
whole period from the Ist to the 13th pressure was above the normal, and it was not till 
the latter date that a deficiency began to shew itself. The defect. however, was neither 
marked nor universal till the 17th and 18th, and as already noted, the rise which took 
place between the 18th and 19th qaickly restored high pressure conditions. As these 
continued with slight intermissions on the 22nd and 28rd and also on the 28th and 29th 
till the end of the month, the mean pressure for the month shews a considerable excess. 


Temperature during the earlier part of the month varied only slightly, but though the 
departure from the normal was never very great, the mean was generally high 
ith the disappearance of the storm, temperature to fall, and during the latter

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Rainfall, os already stated, was for the most part deficient. Bihar is the only division 
jn which the rainfall was above the normal, and this, notwithstanding that it was confined to ~ 
two in the month, All the other divisions show more or less deficiency, the greatest 

utage defect being in South-West Bengal, where the whole precipitation was only about 
Bs per cent, of the normal. In all the divisions the number of rainy days was considerably 
below the average except in Orissa; but though in this case rain fell on slightly more than the 
ay number of days, the total rainfall did uot exceed 74 per cent. of the normal, 

The following table gives a comparison between the actual monthly and total rainfall 
and the normal rainfall of the province upto the end of October in the same form as 
has been employed in the preyious monthly abstracts of the present year, Tho figures 
represent the ratio of the rainfall of each month of the present year to the normal rainfall 
expressed as a percentage. The table thus gives a condensed summary of the rainfall 
data of the year for each meteorological division. The first ten columns give the percentage 
amount of rainfall received in each month, and the last column the percentage rainfall 
of the whole period from tho Ist of January to the end of October :-—

Tae Annual Administration Report of the Corporation of Calcutta 
for the year 1903-1904 was forwarded to Government on the 4th August, 
and the review of the General Committee followed it on the 27th of the same 
month. The Corporation then appointed a Special Committee to review the - 
‘Tepert on their behalf. The review of this Committee, bat in an abbreviated 

‘nd amended form, was adopted by the Corporation on the 29th September 
} ‘tnd reached Government bn the Ist October. : 
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2. The final recommendation of the Special Committee, that the Corpora. 
tion should be restored to the position which it held before the passing of the 
Act of 1899, did not represent the views of the Corporation as a whole, and 
need not be discussed at length. The Committee drew attention to adminis. 
trative defects noticed by them in the details of the year’s working, and their 
action in doing so was endorsed hy the general body of Commissioners ; but 
they altogether failed to recognise the great improvements that have been 
effected in every department. The Lientenant-Governor is fully satisfied 
that the period since the passing of the Act of 1899 has been one of continuous, 
and for the most part successful, effort after reform. This opinion is jn 
accordance with the views expressed in the review recorded last year by 
Sir James Bourdillon, who wrote with long personal oe of Calcutta, 
Although, however, much has been accomplished, much undoubtedly stil] 
remains to be done. As the case presents itself to Sir Andrew Fraser, the 
question is not whether we should retrace our steps, but whether anything 
can be done to quicken and accelerate the rate of progress. 

3. A very large part of the report of the Special Committee is taken up, 
directly or indirectly, with the Municipal Accounts and Finances; and they 
justly complain that owing to defective accounting the control of the Corpora. 
tion over their finances has not been realised, T’he improvement of the 
Accounts Department was, however, one of the earliest questions taken up 
after the passing of the present Calcutta —— Act; and the delay: which 
has taken place must be. attributed largely, though not wholly, to the magnitude 
and difficulty of the task. A history of the steps which were taken will be 
found in paragraph 9 of last year’s Resolution. The services of two Govern- 
ment officers were successively lent to the Corporation ; and a scheme was drawn 
up which was approved by ‘the General Committee after being examined and 
amended by a very able Sub-Committee. The experience of another year 
has now shown that the approval accorded to the new scheme was premature, 
and that it has not furnished information of the state of the finances sufficiently 
early and accurate for effvctive action to be taken. On the other hand, in 
justice to the Sub-Committee and to Mr, Barrow, whose recommendations they 
adopted, it must be remarked that the recommendation on which most stress 
was laid, namely, the appointment of a thoroughly competent man to be the 
head of the Accounts Department, was not at that time acted on. The whole 
subject has, however, been recently dealt with by the General Committee ; the 
accounts have been brought up to date; and a special meeting of the Corpors- 
tion held on the 14th November. 1904 has decided to raise the pay of the post 
of Chief Accountant to Rs. 1,000 rising to Rs. 1,250 by biennial increments 
- of Rs. 50a month. This will enable the Corporation to secure the services 
of a qualified officer; and the Lieutenant-Governor hopes that the reorgan- 
ization of this Department will soon be completed on satisfactory lines, 
although the effects of this will not be fully apparent for some time to come, 

4, It is unnecessary to follow the Special Committee through the various 
paragraphs in which they dwell upon the defects of the Accounts Department. 
Their criticisms are well founded and have been acsepted by the Corporation; 
but the impression conveyed, that the Department is in hopeless confusion 
and that no good work has been done, is erroneous. The following ‘‘ Genera 
Summing Up” of Messrs, Lovelock and Lewes, in their report dated 14th 
November 1904, gives an impartial, and very much more accurate, idea of the 
state of the accounts :— 


The work on the main records put before us was, on tho whole, very fairly good. The 
completeness and order of the ox vouchers was admirable: as also the cash-book a7 
The condition of the journal, youchers and subsidiary records, left much more to be desired; 
there was a tendency to regard a mere transfer slip as sufficient, without filing the subsidiary 
figures, or at least, carefully referencing back to them; not mere eye important statemen 
leading to journal entries had been made up in the rough, not mislaid, and haye to 
done over again: not rarely by ourselves. hout 

The closing showed of hurried and far less careful work than that Horoage 01 
the year; ends of allsiabed work left hanging out, balances unanalysed, subs! ir 
statements almost but not quite linked up; and in a few cases (such for instance sh 
writing off of the charges recoverable, and the non-adjustmont of the Entally Workshop 
Profit and Loss Balanoe) blunders made which should have been impossible, 

















 Btill taking everything into consideration the work of the Accounts Department apponrs 
to us to have been a continuous and painstaking struggle er defective machinery and 
organisation, in which, at all events, there was no sparing of shard work, and as such in our 
opinion gives promise of rapid and continuous progress in the future, with the diligent 
carrying out of improvements as suggested. 

5, One suggestion in connection with the accounts may be made; namely, 
that a separate loans budget should be prepared and passed by the Corpora- 
tion. Such a budget can prepa separately from, and in advance of, the 
ordinary budget, which must be put off till near the close of the year, in order 
that it may be based upon the latest information available, This procedure is 
followed by the Local Government; and it would not only secure the effective 
control of the Corporation, but would avoid the difficulties which hitherto 
have arisen in obtaining the sanction of the Government of India in time 
for the loans to be floated when the market is most favourable. 

6. In regard to the financial position of the Corporatiof, Sir Andrew 
Fraser has no hesitation in endorsing the opinion recorded by Sir James 
Bourdillon in paragraph 4 of last year’s Resolution. The average annual 
increase in the demand on account of the consolidated rate in the last five years 
has been Rs, 1,33,686, while the collections of the License Department during 
the same period have made an average addition to the revenue of Rs. 30,129. 
Moreover in the eight years 1905-1906 to 1912-1913, the Government loan 
and a number of debenture loans will be paid off; and the cessation of these 
payments will set free amounts aggregating Rs. 9,52,310, o sum sufficient to 
pay the interest and sinking fund on a loan of 1*9 crores of rupees. In addition 
to this the Corporation has a reserve of taxation on which it can draw; for the 
consolidated rate, which at present is levied at 194 per cent., may legally be 
raised to 23 per cent. 

7. Although, however, the financial position of the Corporation is without 
doubt thoroughly sound, they will nevertheless have to exercise the most careful 
economy, and to lp all capital expenditure which is not absolutely necessary, 
if they are to escape the necessity for enhancing the consolidated rate in the 
immediate future. The large sum referred toin the preceding paragraph, 
which will become available acca the falling in of loans in the course of the 
next eight years, will in itself unfortunately not obviate the need for raising the 
rate, because the greater portion of it, viz., Rs. 8,389,560, will be set free during 
the second half of the period in question, and only Ks, 1,12,750 will fall in 
during the four years, 1905-1906 to 190-1909. In this connection it may be 
mentioned that when the scheme for the improvement of Calcutta was discussed 
some years ago, it was anticipated that the rate would have to be raised almost 
immediately, and that of the 34 per cent. margin 2 per cent, would be required 
to. pay the interest and sinking fund charges for the loans that would be 
required for carrying out the schemes for drainage and water-supply. Owing 
to the large additions to the revenues in the last few years, the necessity for an 
enhancement of the rate has been postponed; but as already stated the utmost 
care and ea will be satel if the next four years are to be bridged over. 

_ 8. The following figures, from which all non-recurring items have been 
eliminated, exhibit the revenue receipts and expenditure of the past five years 
and show more clearly than words the need for present economy :—

From the application submitted by the Corporation for permission to raise 
the loan which they have recently placed upon the market, it appears that 
loans amounting to Rs. 26,841,908 still remain to be raised before the drainage 
and water-supply schemes can be carried to completion. 

9. The general approval of the Government of Bengal was conveyed 
to the suburban drainage scheme in Jan 1897. Departures in a greater 
or less degree‘from the original scheme were, however, inevitable when detailed 
plans and estimates were worked out ; and it was not clearly laid down in the 
Act, or established by precedent, that the sanction of Government to such depar- 
tures was necessary. In April 1899 the Government of Bengal laid down that 
detailed estimates of portions of the project must be,submitted for its approval 
as the plans and estimates were worked out. Meanwhile an important change— 
the laying of the sewers at a lower level as peasy advised by Mr, Latham— 
had been partially given effect to; but, after a careful examination, Mr. Buckley, 
the Chief Engineer to the Government of Bengal, declared the change to Be 
an improvement, A much more serious cause of confusion was the action of 
the Accounts Department of that time in refusing to pass bills so that the 
contractors were unable to proceed with portions of the work, Ultimately the 
work on certain contracts was altogether stopped; and Mr. Buckley, who was 
called in to arbitrate, stated that the questions in issue were such that, if they 
had arisen in connection with Government work, they would have been disposed 
of by the Engineers in charge. Ho therefore recommended that the Account 
rules should be amended so as to confer similar discretionary powers on tl. 
Engineers of the Corporation. From the Chairman’s report it appears that the 
work on main sewer No, I, which had been interrupted in 1900, was not 
resumed till October 1903, 

0. The scheme for the drainago of the suburbs consists of the following 
three main items ;— é' 

(1) The sewering of the area on the west of Tolly’s Nala, t.e., Alipore 
and Kidderpur. 

(2) The sewering of the area on the east of Tolly’s Nala, i.e, Bho- 
wanipur and Ballygunge. 

(3) The provision of a storm-water outfall channel and reseryoir for the 
surface drainage on the east of Tolly’s Nala. 


Connected with the suburban a scheme and in progress under the 
same series of contracts are certain supplementary projects for the drainage 
of the town area proper, which also under three main heads,— 
(1) The construction of a storm-water outfall reservoir and channel for 
the town area. : : 
(2) The construction of a channel which will carry the combined 
sewage of the town and suburbs. < 
(3) The construction of a high level sewer from the Palmer's Bridge 
pumping-station to the combined sewage channel at Bally gunge- 
The sewerage of the area west of Tolly’s Nala has already been 
completed, but cannot be utilised until the orekes under Tolly’s Nala and 
the Ballygunge it tac ia are finished. The Engineer has reported 
that great difficulties have been met’ by the contractors in constructing this 
syphon, and that it is anticipated that the work will not be completed for 
several months to come. e rest of the work is in various stages of comple 
tion, Out of 39,136 feet of main sewers, 8,156 feet were completed in 
war and about 17,000 fect remain to be laid; while out of 129,683 foot of 
nehes, 11,080 feet were laid in the past 12 months, and 86,500 feet rewain 
yet to be completed. The Budge-Budge Road pumping-station is ap not 
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menced. ‘The excavations for tfall reservoirs ate now in progress; and 
it is expected that all those works will be completed before the end of 1905. 

11, From the account given in the two preceding paragraphs, it will be 
apparent that large portions of the scheme have been completed, but cannot be 
Sthiaed until other portions on which work had been stopped can be carried 
out. The completion of these isthres is therefore a matter of very great 
urgency because, meanwhile, the Corporation are getting no return for the sums 
they are paying as interest on the loats by which the completed works were 
carried out. The Lieutenant-Governor is, however, satisfied that these impor- 
tant works are being vigorously pushed forward, and that far from deserving 
censure, the Drainage Department, under the control of Mr. Ball Hill, is one 
of the most efficient in the Corporation. © 

12. In connection with the sae carly the most important point to 
notice is the evidence furnished by Appendix D of the success of the continuous 
supply system. In the area under constant supply the average daily consump- 
tion was reduced from $1°8 gallons a head in April 1903 to 22°5 gallons in 
February 1904. It is trug that throughout the town, the added area and the 
suburbs, the average daily sepepcapeion during the year was 21°5 gallons a 
head ;, but the figure quoted for February 1904 includes the consumption in 
the area to which the continuous system had been only recently extended, 
and in which therefore the waste arid leakage were probably enormous. It 
would have been instructive if the Report had shown separately the consump- 
tion in the area in which the system had been in force throughout the wile 

ear. 
: 13. During the year the progress in the introduction of the continuous 
supply system was satisfactory, the population supplied under that system having 
increased from 107,892 to 210,895; but it is obvious that the system cannot be 
extended throughout Calcutta within the time originally contemplated in the 
Act. Two reasons are assigned for this, namely, (1) the insufficiency’ of the 
present water-supply to stand the strain of the immediate increase in consump- 
tion that would occur if the system were suddenly extended to a large area, and 
(2) the postponement of work in connection with the distribution scheme until 
the question has been decided whether distribution should be direct “from 
panes stations or from an overhead reservoir. As regards ( 1) the Corporation 

ave recently sanctioned a scheme to increase the’ daily supply by 6,000,000 
gallons to be effected by the erection of new pumps at Pulta. The other 
matter has been under the consideration of a Special Committee which has 
recently advised the Corporation to submit the whole question to expert 
adyice in England. The Lieutenant-Governor awaits with interest the result of 
this reference, and he fully admits the necessity for obtaining the best expert 
advice err although this will occasion delay in the final completion of the 
projec 

14. The unfiltered water-supply has for some time past given rise to 
anxiety. The large increase in the number of connected privies has materially 
reduced the pressure in certain localities; and the result has been that the 
aPely of unfiltered water in certain parts of the town has proved at times 
insufficient to fill up the privy cisterns. It has been ascertained that the defect 
is due to two remediable causes, the smallness of some of the distributing mains 
and a breakdown of the pumps at Mallik’s Ghat. A proposal is under 
consideration for linking up the mains supplied by the Mallik’s Ghat and 

atgunge jumping stations, in order to minimise the inconvenience resulting 
rota besckdlowa at either station. A scheme has also been prepared for 
the substitution of larger mains for which it is hoped that provision may 
be made next year; ands special repair staff under a competent Engineer has 
deen: employed at Mallik’s Ghat with the result that already a great 
Maprovement in the pressure has been effected. Owing to defects in the 
method of distribution, pressure is still low in certain streets and lanes, which 
has given rise to a temporary check in the ey of compelling the substitution 
of nnected for service privies; but the Chairman at ¥ sees issues no notices 
for this purpose till he is satisfied that the pressure in the particular locality is 


. 





sufficient. It is understood that when the causes of the check are removed the 
system will be rapidly extended. 

15. The Lieutenant-Governor observes with pleasure that the Collector’s 
Department has not only maintained but =a ci upon the high standard 


of efficiency shown in the previous year. The current collections on net 
demands amounted to as much as 99°22 per cent. against 99°08 and 98-33 
in the two preceding years. It is noticeable that resort to coercive measures 
was almost as infrequent as it was last year, being adopted in only 35 as against 
32 cases. The Suit Department, which is now a branch of the Collector's 
office, have duties to perform, which are necessarily slow to secure results 
and which cannot be gauged by any numerical standard. The department 
succeeded, however, in reducing the balance outstanding against it at the 
beginning of the year from Rs, 2,45,949 to Rs, 212,292, of which Rs, 1,86,841 
wero old arrears. The License Department, whose re-organisation was onl 
carried out towards the middle of the year under review, sliowed satisfactory 
results in a marked increase of collections, though the decrease in the amount 
of taxes realised on animals and vehicles in a city constantly growing in 
population and wealth points to the necessity for a stricter administration of 
the law in this direction. ‘ 

16. The Assessment Department also shows satisfactory results. The 
assessing staff suceceded in completing the revaluation of four wards of the town, 
and at the same time in working off the greater portion of its arrears, The 
net increase effected in the total valuation of the town amounted to 
Rs. 7,67,761, a rate of increase which is in advance by about 2 lakhs of the 
average progressive rate of the last decade. In the Secretary’s Department 
the work has of late years considerably increased, but the Chairman, as well 
as the Municipal Commissioners, testifies willingly to the prompt and punctual 
manner in which the business of this office is despatched. Against the 
Building Department some complaints are recorded, particularly in the matter 
of delays in the grant of sanction to build. The number of such sanctions, 
however, increased from 3,604 in 1902-1903 to 4,117 in 1903-1904; and a 
scheme is now under consideration for the reorganisation of this Depart- 
ment and for improving the pay and status of its staff. 

*17. The ie Committee, in their review of the Chairman’s report, 
noted that much good work had been done in ridding Calcutta of many very 
objectionable and insanitary bustis; and the Lieutenant-Governor is glad to 
learn that the work is being carefully and methodically controlled. One 


result has been the replacement of bustis by masonry ae because the , 
0 


schemes for the former will not always pay if carried out. rt of the 
operations of the Bustee and City Improvement Department has been more 
wisely conceived or more carefully executed than the alignment of new 
bustis in the hitherto unoceupied areas in the outskirts of the city. A large 
area has been carefully surveyed and plotted out with roads which will secure 
convenient access and healthy circulation of air to the bustis which are springing 
up in these tracts. Anew Calcutta has in fact been laid out in advance. ; 

_ 18, The Special Committee of the Corporation reviewed the Chairman's 
Report in avery thorough manner, and rendered good service in drawing 
attention to defects which demand careful attention. But they were, 9 
body, frankly hostile to the whole system of administration introduced by 
the present Calcutta Municipal Act. A very cordial appreciation of good 
work was not perhaps therefore to be expected in their review. In many cas’ 
their criticisms are sound; but in others they have failed to revognise the 
existence of good work. In some instances also they appear to the Lieutenant- 
Governor to have missed the mark. The doubts, for example, which they 
expressed as to the borrowing powers of the Corporation have been set at rest 
by the opinion of the Advocate-General and need not be discussed, Agu!” 
regard to surplus acquired lands the suggestion is made that an immediate 
sale or lease should always be effected; but the question whether it is expodiené 
to throw all the land on the market at once is one that must be decided in oa 
ore and no hard-and-fast rule can be laid down, Again in,dealing with th 
Health Department, the Committee remark that no precise figures are t0 , 
found to support the assertion that there has been an appreciable diminution ° 
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
